Getting ««baky" and WUI 
Never Enter <lie Bine* 


NBW Om^EAKS, July 3.—At a late hour 
last 
night the rumor was current 
that Eilrain had flunked and would not 
meet Sullivan. The Sullivan men, who 
are on the inside, are betting almost any 
odds that Kilrain wiU not arrive here on 
Friday, Saturday or Sunday, and wiU 
take odds that he does not appear in the 
ring on Monday. 


In the rotunda of the St. Oharles 
hotel Lynney Tracey, who is a strong 
Sullivan man, met Billy Harding, who 
represents B. K. Fox, Kilrain's backer, 
and offered to bet him $100 that Eilrain 
will not appear in New Orleans. 
That 
Harding refused what should appear 
like sure money is deemed significant. 


It is airo asserted that 
Governor 
Lowiy, of Mississippi, has offered $1,000 
reward to any sheriff arresting Kilrain 
on his passage through the state. 
KHJBAIN SXABTS. 
CDÍOINNATI, O., July 5.—Kihrain and 
party left for New Orleans over the 
Queen and Crescent route at 8 o'clock 
this morning. 
To a United Press re- 
porter before leaving, Eilrain said: 
"I 
am in first class condition, and I have 
enjoyed my stay in Cincinnati greatly, 
barring the statement of that bloody re- 
porter of a morning paper, who said I 
was looking blue yesterday. 
That is a 
mean contemptible lie. It is the only 
mean thing the papers have said about 
me. I wish you would contradict it for 
me in the very strongest terms. It is an 
infernal lie, as any of the party with me 
know, and they will say the same 
thing." 


"I would not care a penny about it if 
it wasn't that the report will go east 
to my friends, and they may think I am 
not doing right by them. 
I am sorry 
this thing happened in Cincinnati, be- 
cause it is a rank Sullivan town, and 
makes me think Sullivan's friends are un- 
fair to me. 
However, it don't matter. 
After I have whipped Sullivan they will 
all hurrah for me." 


A few minutes before the train left 
John T. Norris, the noted detective, ap- 
peared and took a seat in Kilrain's 
special car, the Aida, The report at 
once spread that Norris intended ac- 
companying the x>ariy into Mississippi, 
where he would arrest Kilrain and claim 
the $500 reward offered by the governor 
of that state for either of the principals 
in the fight.
